A Contest for Offices Which at One 
Time Thxeatened to Disrupt the 
Society and Break Up Its 
Meetings in Riot. 


The trial of the Women’s Humane So- 
ciety election contest was started at ll 
o'clock Tuesday morning, before Judge 
Withrow, without the assistancesof a jury. 

The case is formidable, to judge from the 
papers. The plaintiffs are: Mrs. William 
Ladd, Mrs. William Heil, Mrs. S. J. 
Marks, Mrs. J. Pim, Mrs. Mamie Warren 
and Mrs. Mary W. Calkins. 

The defendants are Mrs. Rillie Com- 
stock, Mrs. T. J. Connor, Mrs. Julius A: 


Benstein, Mrs. M. Klemm, Mrs. M. L. 
Osgood, Mrs. G. W. Butterfieid, Mrs, De- 
lima Roberts, Mrs. Mary 8S. Reed, and 
Mrs. E. R. Clark. 

The plaintiffs claim that Mrs. Comstock 
and her followers had packed the meeting 
and wrongfully elected Mrs, Comstock and 
her following as directors. The plaintiffs’ 
bill of compleint goes clear back into the 
early part of 1897, when certain members, 
claiming to be active members in good 
Standing, asked to be allowed to-look at 
the books and make an inspection of them 
and were repeatedly and emphatically re- 
fused. 

Then they say Mrs. Comstock assumed 
a right which she properly had not and 
sent out notices that in the future the 
regular weekly meetings would be aban- 
doned for the time being. 

Then came the time for the annual elec- 
tion and the fight grew still warmer. In- 
stead of holding the meeting at the Lin- 
dell Hotel, as was usual, the contestors 
say Mrs. Comstock sent out notices that 
the meeting would be held at the house of 
Mrs. Comstock at 10 o’clock, Jan. 7; 1898. 

Then for the purpose of stealing a march 
on the anti-Comstock faction, the plaintiffs 
say Mrs. Comstock called the meeting to 
order at 8:30 o’clock in the merning, an 
hour and a half before the regular time. 
Then they sent out into the highways and 
byways and brought in ladies who were 
not members and had them vote for the 
Comstock faction, resulting tn the unfair 
election of Mesdames Comstock, Osgood, 
Klemm, Butterfield, Reed, Roberts and 
Clark as directors. 

These directors, so elected at the packed 
meeting. in turn elected Mrs. Comstock 
»oresident; Mrs. Klemm, vice-president; Mrs. 
3enstein, secretary, and Mrs. Connor, freas- 
urer. 

Incidentally Dr. Comstock !s charged with 
bulldozing and brow beating the anti-Com- 
stock faction so that they could do noth- 


She testified to going 
to the meeting at Mrs. Comstock's house 
and protesting against a large number of 
ladies voting at the election. 

There were about 9% ladies on the list, to 
whom Mrs. Calkins said she objected as 
not entitled to vote at the election. 

Mrs. Calkins said her protests were ut- 
terly disregarded and that°Mrs. Comstock, 
who wae presiding, ordered that the elec- 
ton go on, over the challenges of Mrs. Cal- 

ns. 

The lawyers had a Httle tilt over the tes- 
tenony of Mrs. Calkins and how much of 
it should be admitted. 

“Was any attention paid to your challenges?’’ 
she was asked. r

Gen. Charles H. Grosvenor ite the congressional mouthpiece 
of the McKinley administration. In the letter written by him 
shortly after the declaration of war and published in yester- 
aay’s Post-Dispatch occurs the following remarkable state- 
ment: 

So far we have heard vociferous clamor for immediate. war, 
and the President has been rushed by political agitation into 
war, when, in the judgment of very many men, diplomacy would 
have settled the whole matter. 

Now, first, how could a self-respecting or a reasonably reso- 
lute President be “rushed by political agitation into war,” if, 
in his judgment, ‘‘diplomacy wpuld have settled the whole 
matter?” Does this mean that Mr. McKinley abdicated his 
functions, that he cares so much for “political agitation,”’ and 
80 very little for right and justice and peace that he asked 
for a declaration of war in a case where he was convinced that 
there Was no occasion for anything of the kind? 

Is this the sort of President who is directing this “‘kind- 
hearted” war and forbidding those solar-plexus blows that 


| would end it in a week? 


We prefer to believe that Mr. Grosvenor misinterpreted the 
President. 

Gen. Grosvenor continues: 

It is a low estimate to say that the war will cost $2,000,000, 000, 
and what are we to get out of it I am unable to say, except to 
appease the clamor of the people to whom I referred. 

Now, if that is all, the war is a stupendous crime, whether it 
costs $2,000,000,000 or 2 cents. If there is no principle involved, 
if there is nothing at stake except the administration’s desire 
to “appease the clamcr,’’ which means prepare for the autumn 
elections, then Mr. Grosvenor, in common with everybody else 
who voted for war, or in any way countenanced it, has com- 
mitted—-well, let us not give ugly names even to the very 
ugliest things.

The fate of Edward Haff, to whose record 
has been added the assault upon an innocent 
young girl, may not be left to the celm 
deliberation of a jury, if the determined citl- 
gens of Alton succeed in appreheffding him. 
The whole city is stirred with indignation 
over the distressing affair and nothing will 
be left undone to capture the fugitive. 

The victim of Haff'’s assault was Miss 
Annie Young, 15 years o!d, daughter of Mrs. 
Howard L. Young, residing in Alton, at

of murder. An old man was the 
victim. A few feet from Haff's house ts a 
high cliff, descending to a quarry. Over 
this, it Is alleged, aff threw the man, 
after robbing him of his money. He was 
sentenced to 14 years in the penitentiary, 
but owing to his youth was pardoned when 
his time had one half expired. 

Shortly after his release the fellow was 
accused of wholesale robberies in Alton 
and was sent to the penitentiary a second 
time. While In there he euarreled with a 
harmless colored boy. The negro resented 
the abuse. Haff picked up an iron bar and 
aimost cleaved the negro’s skull. For that 
offense his term was increased seven years. 

“Fear is widespread in Alton whenever 
Haff returns hefte from the penitentiary,” 
Says Chief of Police Kuhns. “We had to 
keep our eyes on this man day and night. 
lie would hold up a train, rob a beggar 
or assault a yy 2 man to get hold of a 
penny. We had him under suspicion of 
causing his okd grandmother's death. The 
feeble old lady was kicked down a flight of 
Stairs and there was evidence to show that 
Haff assaulted the helpless woman. Ed. 
ward Haff is the fiercest and most desperate 
character I ever had to déal with. He had 
the criminal instinct when a boy, and 1 have 
held him in the police station times with- 
out number. He virtually admitted his guilt 
in this last case, and Iam confident we will 
capture him and have him placed in the, 
penitentiary for the rest of his days. The 
pens! authorities at Chester, Ill, tell me 

e Was the most troublesome man they ever 
received. 

“I want the people to allow the law to 
take its course, though their patience with 
Edward Haff is about exhausted. Haff’s 
father, John, is in the county poorhouse. 
He served a term at Joliet for passing 
counterfeit money. His son, Frank, is now 
finishing a third sentence in the same peni- 
tentlary. Fred is the only one who has 
kept himself clear of crime.” 

Mrs. Haff is about 65 years old and bent 
with many sorrows. 

‘I don’t believe my son gullty of the thou- 
sand crimes charged against him.” she eaid 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘He has been 
falsely accused and unjustly punished. 
know he has done wrong. but there are 
worse men than him. I have always loved 
the boy, because he was kind and good to 
me. He was a brilliant little fellow, but 
fie misused his talents. No, he never worked 
much, because he couldn't get anything to 
do. I belleve him innocent of harming that 
young girl, Eddy had some good traits in 
his character and one of them was his re- 
spect for women.

Mr. Alexander had suffered some time 
from valvular disease of the heart. 

The deceased was born in Philadelphia 65 
‘ears ago and after graduating from the 
*hiladelphia College of Pharmacy, came to 
St. Louis. He attached himself to the 
wholesale drug firm of Bacon, Nyde & Co., 
and while with them traveled over Missourl 
on horseback, 

Not long after settling here he began 
business for himseif. His store was at 
Fourth and Market streets. In 1878 he 
opened another store at Broadway and 
Olive streets. A fire destroyed this store, 
but he phluckily went on, all the while con- 
tinuing the old business at Fourth and 
Market streets. In 1892 he bought out the 


Mellier Drug Co., at 518 Olive street. Dur- 
ing Jjast January he was forced into a 
temporary assignment, but the business 


was continued under the name of the Alex- 
ander Drug Store Co. 

Mr. Alexander was successively president 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion and the Missourl Pharmaceutical] As- 
sociation and served several years on the 
State Board of Pharmacy.
